A spokesman of the 
lifesaving club, to clarify 
events at the weekend, 
said that the drowned 
boy was not pulled out 
from the rip area but in 
the vicinity of Forster 
Street, a considerable dis- 
tance to the east. 

The lifesaving club’s 
committee also met on 
Monday night but de- 
ferred making any an- 
nouncement. A sub- 
committee is making fur- 
ther inquiries.

One club member, Cam- 
eron Taylor, had to be 
given oxygen for exhaus- 
tion after helping Mr. Con 
Milhoris, of Melbourne 
Road, a very big, heavy 
man.
